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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is acknowledged that binding affinities and 
fingerprints are detectable by those of ordinary skill in the art. However, a fingerprint and a comparison must have some correlation to a 
known pharmaceutical effect, for example. In the instant claims, there is no pharmaceutical connection between the recited protein or its 
ligand and a pharmaceutical effect. One cannot readily determine, using the steps in the instant claims, whether or not a random target 
protein, as recited, has any activity that is pharmaceutical. Applicant argues that "one of skill in the art is able to use the invention based 
on the specification as filed without any prior knowledge (of how a numerical value of fingerprint overlap provides enough information to 
a researher) of this issue. For example, antibiotics typically work by interfering with some protein produced by the microorganism that is 
required for development etc.". This is not persuasive. Ths instant claims do not recite nor are they directed to antibiotics. They are 
directed to random target protein identification. Applicant then argues that the invention can be "used to determine the similarity between 
each of the potential target microorganism proteins and proteins encoded by the human genome. This is not persuasive because the 
claims are not directed to nor do they recite comparison to a microorganism or a human genome. In fact, step (e) of the claims is 
directed to proteins that are encoded by the same genome. For the reasons set forth above and in the previous Office Action, the claims 
are not enabled. 
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
